CONSTRUCTION . 

The  only  companies  reporting  the  construction  of  ad- 
ditional mileage  during  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1895, 
were  the 

Alabama  Great  Southern  Railroad 29 

Chattanooga  Southern  Railway 2.42 

Making  a  total 2.71   miles 

of  new  road  to  be  added  to  the  mileage  heretofore  given. 
There  was  a  decrease  by  re-measurement  and  other 
causes  of  3.79  miles  of  which  3.68  miles  are  reported  as 
occurring  on  the  lines  composing  the  Southern  Railway 
and  the  remaining  .11  of  a  mile  is  deducted  from  that 
of  the  Savannah  and  Western  Railway. 

REPORTS. 

The  Savannah  and  Western  Railway  is  owned  and 
operated  by  the  Central  Railroad  and  Banking  Company 
of  Georgia,  and  is  mostly  composed  of  short  lines,  located 
in  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Georgia.  Last  year  the 
mileage  reported  for  the  entire  lines  making  up  this  rail- 
way was  622.51 ;  and  in  making  the  annual  report  to 
this  Department  that  number  of  miles  was  used  in  arriv- 
11]  g  at  the  business  done  by  the  company.     This  year  for

reasons  that  seemed  best  to  us  and  the  Auditor  of  the 
Central  Railroad  and  Banking  Company  of  Geor^,  it 
was  decided  to  treat  the  Alabama  lines,  which  were 
originally  the  Columbus  and  Western,  the  East  Alabama 
and  the  Eufaula  and  Clayton  railroads  as  a  whole.  They 
lying  entirely  within  the  State  and  their  business  being 
separate  and  distinct  from  the  branches  in  this  system 
in  the  State  of  Georgia.

The  Cahaba  Coal  Mining  Company's  railroad  is  still 
operated  under  a  lease  joint  with  the  Alabama  Great 
Southern  and  the  Birmingham  Mineral  Railroad  Com- 
panies, and  the  character  of  the  business  done  by  the 
remaining  corporations  is  unchanged  with  the  exception 
of  the  Fort  Payne  &  Eastern  and  the  Escambia  Rail- 
ways which  are  now  idle.

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MILEAGE. 

The  total  length  of  railroads  belonging  to  corporation^ 
making  returns  to  this  Department  is  3,441.63  miles  ol 
main  line  and  branches  with  7.76  miles  of  double  track, 
making  a  total  of  3,449.39  miles.  Last  year  there  wer© 
3,445.05  miles  of  main  line  and  branches  with  10  milet 
of  double  track,  showing  a  decrease  of  3.32  miles  of  main 
line  and  branches  and  2.24  miles  of  double  track.  ThB 
total  length  of  sidings  is  537.12  against  558.67  miles  of 
last  year  making  a  decrease  of  21.55  miles.  This  djS- 
crease  is  brought  about  by  the  Alabama  Great  SoutheTn 
Railroad  reporting  65.46  miles  in  sidings  last  yea*, 
which  also  included  21 .87  miles  reported  under  the  head- 
ing of  branches  and  spurs.  This  year  the  sidings  eXB 
given  at  43.25  miles  and  the  21.87  miles  of  branches  and 
spurs  are  properly  accredited  to  main  line  and  branched: 
The  Savannah  &  Western  Railway  reported  17.06  miles 
of  sidings  against  30.09  of  last  year,  thus  giving  a  de- 
crease by  these  two  roads  of  34.90  miles.  Had  not  theBe 
irregularities  existed  there  would  have  been  an  increase 
of  12.54  miles  in  sidings  over  that  of  1894.

We  reported  last  year  the  number  of  miles  in  iron  at 
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l>eing  333.43  miles  and  are  pleased  to  state  that  51.35 
miles  were  replaced  with  steel  now  leaving  282.08  miles 
^n  iron,  the  larger  part  is  on  the  branch  lines. 

ACCIDENTS   TO   PERSONS. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1895,  there  were 
billed  81,  and  injured  860,  making  a  total  of  941  persons 
«tiffering  death  and  injury  by  accidents  on  the  railroads 
*!  the  State  of  Alabama.  Of  this  number  there  were  5 
^passengers  killed  and  47  injured.  Employes,  25  killed 
and  706  injured.  There  were  51  others  killed  and  107 
fejured.  For  the  year  preceding  there  were  94  killed 
ikod  747  injured,  making  a  total  of  841  accidents  to  per- 
sons. Of  this  number  there  were  4  passengers  killed 
and  77  injured.  There  were  30  employes  killed  and  584 
injured ;  and  the  accidents  to  others  amounted  to  60 
felled  and  86  injured.

Of  the  158  accidents  occurring  to  *' others,"  49  of  the 
killed  and  84  of  the  injured  are  reported  as  trespassers 
on  the  Companies  trains  or  right  of  way,  making  the 
total  of  133  persons  killed  and  injured  by  their  own 
heedlessness. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  in  the  State  by  the 
railroad  companies  yielding  revenue  to  the  companies, 
were  2,064,623,  and  as  there  were  5  killed  and  47  in- 
-fured,  the  average  would  be  one  death  to  every  412,924.6, 
and  the  injured  would  be  one  to  every  43,928  persons 
transported  on  the  trains. 
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The  number  of  passenger  train  miles  were  3,532,738, 
and  that  of  the  mixed  trains  were  530,535,  giving  a  train 
mileage  in  the  State  of  4,063,273  over  which  passengers 
were  carried,  and  has  an  average  of  one  passenger  ki  led 
for  every  812,654.6,  and  one  injured  for  every  86,452.3 
miles  travelled. 

The  number  of  employes  reported  as  actually  connected 
with  the  train  service  in  the  State  are  2,142  and  those 
killed  amounted  to  25  and  those  injured  reached  706, 
making  an  average  of  one  killed  to  every  85.17-25,  and 
one  injured  to  every  3.12-253  persons  employed  m  this 
capacity.  The  number  of  train  miles  in  the  State  were 
12,221,981,  giving  an  average  of  one  employe  killed  to 
every  488,879.6-25  and  one  injured  to  every  17,311  train 
miles.  The  mileage  of  construction  trains  is  omitted  in 
the  above. 

This  aflFords  the  following  ratio  of  accidents  for  the 
year  ending  June  30th,  1895,  in  tlie  State  of  Alabama :

The  total  number  of  persons  employed  in  this  State 
by  railroad  companies  is  12,646.  In  computing  the 
above  statement  only  such  employes  as  are  brought  into 
contact  with  the  moving  trains  have  been  used,  viz : 
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engine-men,  firemen,  conductors,  other  train  men, 
switchmen  and  flagmen ;  the  remaining  number  of  em- 
ployes with  the  exception  of  general  officers  are  not  on 
or  about  the  trains  when  in  motion. 

THE    RAILROAD   PROPERTIES   OF   THE    STATE. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  report  a  marked  improvement 
in  the  physical  condition  of  the  railr<»ads  of  the  State  in 
the  way  of  road  beds  and  safe  tracks.  The  safety  of 
travel,  the  easy  and  rapid  movement  of  the  heavy  and 
constantly  increasing  traffic,  and  the  interests  of  the 
owners  of  the  railroads  alike  demanded  this  improve- 
ment. 

Large  sums  of  money  have  beeq.  expended  in  making 
these  highways  strong  and  safe.  Many  of  the  old  time 
trestles,  so  long  in  use,  have  been  removed  and  now 
strong  and  massive  embankments  support  the  tracks  in 
their  stead.  Many  of  the  old  time  wooden  bridges  have 
also  been  removed  and  steel  bridges  substituted  in  their 
places.  This  condition  of  improvement  has  come  from 
necessity.  The  net  earning  from  the  years  operations 
would  not  justify  this  outlay  of  money,  for  many  of  the 
railroads  have  barely  made  enough  money  to  pay  fixed 
charges,  while  some  of  them  have  been  operated  at  a 
loss.  But  confidence  in  a  better  business  in  the  future 
has  inspired  the  hope  for  future  profits.  With  a  gradual 
returning  business  prosperity,  based  upon  the  prospec- 
tive bountiful  harvests  of  the  fields,  the  forests,  and  the 
mines,  and  the  rapidly  increasing  development  of  the 
manufacturing  industries  throughout  the  whole  country, 
comes  a  well  founded  belief  in  better  business  conditions 
in  the  near  future. 

The  depression  in  business  and  shrinkage  in  values 
have  recently  prevented  and   postponed  the  erection  of 
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passenger  depot  houses  in  some  localities,  to  adequately 
provide  for  the  comfort,  convenience  and  accommodation 
of  the  travelling  public.  It  has  been  considered  to  be  a 
matter  of  paramount  importance  to  first  provide  for  the 
expenditures,  rapid  and  safe  movement  of  travel  and 
traffic.  Being  confronted  by  these  conditions  we  have 
endeavored,  in  our  work  of  supei-vision,  not  to  burden 
the  public  carriers  with  expenditures  of  money  further 
than  the  absolute  necessities  have  required  in  each  par- 
ticular case.  Hence,  in  our  inspection  ot  the  railroad 
properties  of  the  State,  made  from  time  to  time,  we  have 
recommended  only  such  improvements  as  we  have  been 
impelled  by  a  sense  of  duty  to  the  public  to  require. 

We  have  ordered  the  erection  of  a  few  new  passenger 
and  freight  depot  houses,  and  that  some  be  enlarged  and 
otherwise  improved.  At  Waverly,  on  the  Columbus  and 
Western  Railway,  we  deemed  it  necessary  to  require  a 
new  passenger  and  freight  depot  house  to  be  erected. 
This  railroad  property  at  that  time  was  in  the  hands  of 
a  Receiver,  and  some  delay  resulted  in  the  erection  of 
the  house,  but  it  was  finally  built,  and  we  think  it  now 
meets  the  demands  of  the  public  at  that  place,  having 
two  waiting  rooms  and  one  freight  room  of  good  dimen- 
sions. 

On  the  Mobile  and  Montgomery  line  of  the  Louisville 
and  Nashvslle  railroad  system  we  required  some  im- 
provements to  be  made.  The  depot  house  in  the  city  of 
Mobile,  in  our  judgment,  was  not  in  its  construction  and 
keeping  suitable  for  a  place  of  so  much  importance,  and 
we  required  some  changes  to  be  made  which  have  given 
more  satisfaction  to  the  public. 

A  complaint  in  writing  very  largely  signed  by  the 
business  men  of  Mobile  was  filed  with  us,  in  which  it 
was  represented  that  the  switching  charges  made  by  the 
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railroad  comiDanies  whose  lines  of  road  enter  the  city, 
were  too  high,  and  asked  that  wc  should  take  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  complaint.  We  inspected  in  person  the  posi- 
tion of  the  several  main  lines  of  railroad  entering  the 
city,  also  their  sidetracks,  and  examined  quite  a  number 
of  witnesses  concerning  the  methods  of  business  and  the 
reasonableness  of  the  switching  charges.  We  found  that 
three  dollars  per  car  was  the  uniform  switching  charge 
to  all  points  in  the  city  reached  by  their  lines.  After  a 
careful  examination  of  the  question  of  jurisdiction,  which 
was  denied  by  the  railroad  companies,  we  were  satisfied 
that  we  had  the  power  to  consider  and  pass  upoft  the 
issues  presented  in  the  petition,  and  that  it  was  our  duty 
to  do  so.  Accordingly  after  deli^jeration,  we  fixed  the 
switching  charge  at  two  dollars  per  car,  which  was  and 
is,  in  our  judgment,  a  fair  and  reasonable  charge  to  be 
made  by  the  railroad  companies  for  this  service.  The 
rapidly  increasing  commercial  importance  of  the  city  of 
Mobile  was  considered  by  us  in  fixing  this  rate,  and  we 
feel  that  in  this  ruling  we  have  made  no  mistake. 

At  Williams  station  we  recommended  an  enlargement 
of  the  accommodations  for  passengers,  and  also  that  addi- 
tional seats  be  placed  in  the  waiting  room.  At  Pollard 
and  Gravella  we  also  directed  that  additional  seats  be 
placed  in  the  waiting  rooms  of  the  depot  houses  at  those 
stations. 

At  several  stations  on  the  line  of  the  Louisville  and 
Nashville  system  in  Alabama,  we  recommended  improve- 
ments and  changes  which  we  considered  to  be  necessary 
for  the  comfort  of  passengers  while  waiting  for  the 
trains.  Complaint  had  been  made  of  the  inadequate 
accommodations  at  Athens,  and  we  directed  changes  in 
the  depot  and  management  to  be  made  to  remove  the 
cause  of  complaint. 
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Important  changes  of  ownership  have  occurred  as  to 
several  old  lines  of  railroad  in  the- State,  and  in  this  re- 
port of  our  inspection  and  supervision  we  will  refer  to 
parts  of  the  Southern  Railway  by  their  former  corporate 
names,  so  as  to  indicate  with  more  certainty  and  par- 
ticularity the  points  under  consideration.  The  Southern 
Railway  is  now  a  large  system  and  in  the  future  must 
necessarily  be  a  tremendous  and  powerful  factor  in  the 
development  of  the  agricultural,  commercial,  mining, 
manufacturing  and  industrial  interests  of  the  State. 
This  company  was  chartered  by  a  special  act  of  the 
Legislature  of  Virginia,  passed  and  approved  on  the 
20th  day  of  February,  1894,  and  is  now  owning  and 
operating  nearly  five  thousand  miles  of  railroad  in  the 
Southern  States.  It  is  hoped  and  believed  that  so  pow- 
erful a  system  will  so  manage  its  lines  as  to  neither 
destroy  or  impair  local  interests  anywhere.  Its  holdings 
in  Alabama  recently  acquired  are  railroad  properties  of 
much  value  to  the  State,  and  it  is  of  the  utmost  import- 
ance that  their  control  and  management  shall  not  only 
work  no  detriment  to  the  State,  but  that  by  a  prudent 
and  wise  policy  its  business  successes  will  contribute  to 
the  State's  prosperity. 

The  Alabama  Central  Division  of  the  East  Tennessee » 
Virginia  and  Georgia  Railway — now  a  part  of  the  South- 
ern— is  being  made  stronger  and  placed  in  better  condi- 
tion for  its  future  use  as  an  important  link  in  the  new 
system  to  which  it  belongs.  The  road  bed  and  track  has 
been  much  improved  and  strengthened.  In  our  last 
inspection  of  this  line  we  directed  that  new  seats  be 
placed  in  the  waiting  room  of  the  passenger  depot  house 
at  Gallion,  and  that  the  platform  at  Tayloes  station  be 
either  entirely  rebuilt  or  repaired  so  as  to  be  used  with- 
out danger. 
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On  the  old  Cincinnati,  Selma  and  Mobile  road — part 
of  the  Southern  Railway — we  directed  the  repair  of  the 
depot  platform  at  Newberne  station.  We  found  much 
of  the  plastering  in  the  white  persons  waiting  room  at 
Greensboro  had  fallen  down.  Apparently  it  had  not 
been  securely  put  up,  and  its  falling  to  the  floor  imperiled 
the  safety,  if  not  the  lives,  of  the  people  in  the  waiting 
room .  We  directed  this  work  to  be  thoroughly  repaired. 
A  new  depot  house  has  been  erected  at  Akron,  the  West- 
ern terminus  of  this  road,  and  at  its  intersection  with 
the  Alabama  Great  Southern  Railroad,  which  company 
built  the  house.  Several  good  depot  houses  have  within 
the  past  few  years  been  burned  down  at  this  point,  apd 
it  is  hoped  that  the  new  building  now  at  that  station 
will  not  meet  a  like  misfortune. 

On  the  old  Selma,  Rome  and  Dalton  Railroad — part 
of  the  Southern  Railway — we  directed  repairs  to  be  made 
in  the  platforms  at  Randolph  and  i^.shby  stations,  and 
that  the  depot  house  at  Columbiana  should  be  more 
nicely  kept.  At  Alpine  complaint  was  made  that  accu- 
mulations of  stagnant  water  and  other  offensive  matter 
endangered  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  vicininity, 
and  that  these  accumulations  were  on  the  railroad  right 
of  way.  The  local  board  of  health  condemned  the  place 
as  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  community.  We  are 
pleased  to  state  that  these  causes  of  complaint  were  re* 
moved  when  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
road  was  called  thereto.  At  Weavers  station  we  required 
repairs  to  be  made  on  the  platform  and  steps  leading  to 
it.  At  Oxanna  we  caused  a  ticket  house  to  be  built  for 
the  convenience  of  passengers  at  that  point  desiring  to 
take  the  trains  either  on  the  Selma,  Rome  and  Dalton  or 
the  Georgia  Pacific  Railways. 

On  the  Rome  and  Decatur  Railroad — part  of  the  South- 
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ern  Railway — we  found  it  necessary  to  require  consider- 
able repairs  and  improvements  to  be  made  in  the  depot 
houses  at  Lawrence,  Cedar  Bluff,  Round  Mountain  and 
Leesburg-  The  house  at  Leesburg  had  holes  in  the  floor 
and  side  walls,  making  it  extremely  uncomfortable  in 
cold  weather.  This  is  comparatively  a  new  railroad, 
quickly  built,  and  the  road  bed  and  track,  as  well  as  the 
depot  houses,  may  yet  receive  a  great  amount  of  work 
in  the  future,  before  they  can  be  put  in  first  class  condi- 
tion. The  property  is  now  a  part  of  the  Southern  Rail- 
way and  we  hope  and  expect  to  see  it  much  improved  as 
soon  as  it  can  be  done. 

The  Memphis  &  Charleston  Railroad  is  in  good  condi- 
tion. Its  road  bed  and  track  is  not  subject  to  objection. 
The  passenger  and  freight  trains  are  moved  with  ease  and 
safety.  That  part  of  its  line  between  Decatur  and  Tus- 
cumbia  was  built  sixty-two  years  ago,  and  was  probably 
the  first  railroad  constructed  in  the  United  States.  The 
intentiion  of  the  projectors  was  to  connect  travel  and 
traffic  on  the  waters  of  the  Mississippi  river  at  Memphis, 
Tennessee,  with  that  of  the  Atlantic  ocean  at  Charleston, 
South  Carolina.  It  was  an  enterprise  ot  great  import- 
ance to  future  commerce.  It  was  the  conception  and 
inspiration  of  that  immense  system  of  over  land  inter- 
communication which  has  given  to  America  Railway  con- 
struction its  immense  and  tremendous  force  in  opening 
up  and  maintaining  prosperous  commercial  relations  and 
rapid  travel,  which  has  so  signally  illustrated  American 
genius  and  patriotism.  In  our  last  inspection  of  this  line 
of  railroad  we  found  but  little  to  complain  of.  We  directed 
that  repairs  be  made  in  the  platform  at  Limrock  station, 
that  the  broken  glasses  in  the  windows  at  Paint  Rock 
depot  house  be  removed  and  new  ones  put  in  ;  and  that  a 
few  additional  seats  be  placed  in  the  house  at  Hillsboro 
station. 
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The  East  Alabama  Railroad  extends  from  Opelika  to 
Eoauoke,  and  traverses  a  good  agricultural  section.  Wo 
found  the  plastering  in  the  waiting  rooms  at  the  depot 
house  at  LaFayette  in  bad  condition.  We  required  it  to 
be  repaired  and  directed  that  the  house  be  made  entirely 
comfortable.  We  directed  repairs  to  be  made  on  the 
platform  and  steps  at  Stroud's  station.  The  depot  house 
at  Roanoke  is  a  large  and  commodious  building,  well 
cpnstructed  and  an  ornament  to  the  place.  We  are  oil 
opinion  that  this  large  and  splendid  house  ought  to  be 
painted  to  better  preserve  the  property,  and  recommend- 
ed that  it  be  done.  We  are  informc^d,  however,  that  our 
recommendation  involved  an  expenditure  of  a  large 
Sfmount  of  money,  which  the  Receiver  did  not  feel  author- 
ized to  use  in  that  way. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  Mobile  &  Girard  Rail- 
way is  gradually  improving.  The  road  bed  and  track 
has  had  good  attention,  being  strengthened  in  many 
places  with  new  cross  ties  and  new  steel  rail ,  and  the 
road  bed  made  firm  and  strong.  That  part  of  the  line  of 
this  road  between  Union  Springs  and  Troy,  the  bad  con- 
dition of  which  we  referred  to  in  our  former  reports,  has 
had  the  attention  of  the  managers,  and  new  steel  rail  is 
now  being  laid  in  the  place  of  the  old  laminated  iron  rail 
which  formerly  made  it  necessary,  in  the  interest  of  safe- 
ty, to  move  the  trains  slowly.  We  have  directed  better 
accommodations  for  passengers  at  Suspension  station. 
This  is  a  small  station  near  and  east  of  Union  Springs, 
and  but  little  passenger  or  freight  business  originates  or 
terminates  there.  It  has  a  small  depot  house  with  no 
seats  in  it.  We  directed  that  seats  be  placed  in  the 
house  for  the  comfort  of  those  who  may  wait  for  the 
trains. 

At  Cottondale  on  the  Alabama  Great  Southern  Rail- 
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road,  after  a  personal  examination  of  the  premises,  we 
decided  that  to  suitaWy  provide  for  the  comfort  and  a<v 
commodation  of  the  public,  a  passenger  and  fl^ight  de^ 
pot  house  ought  to  be  erected,  and  we  ordered  the^  house 
to  be  built.  We  also  required  an  additional  waiting^ 
room  to  be  added  to  the  depot  house  at  Bessemer  ownedii 
by  the  Louisville  A  Nashville  Railroad  Company;  This 
house  is  now  commodious  and  adequately  provides  fof 
the  demands  of  the  public  there. 

At  Pratt  City  on  the  Kansas  City  Memphis  and*  Birm- 
ingham Railroad,  we  required  the  erection  of  a  passen^ 
ger  depot  house,  and  better  accommodations  for  the  pulH 
lie  are  now  being  provided  at  that  station,  which  is  in  » 
very  thickly  settled  community. 

The  Birmingham,  Shefl5eld&  Tennessee  Biver  Rait" 
road  passes  through  a  valuable  mineral  section  be»- 
tween  Sheffield  and  the  point  of  intersection  with  ther 
Georgia  Pacific  Railway  at  Parrish,  about  nine  mile» 
south  of  Jasper.  This  road  crosses  Sand  Mountain,  and|L 
gives  a  new  outlet  for  the  agricultural  prodoote  of  CoK 
bert,  Franklin,  Marion,  Winston  and  Walker  Counties,- 
and  the  development  to  come  from  the  fotare  eperatioa^ 
of  this  road  will  be  of  great  value.  The  depot  houses  oflfe^ 
this  line  are  few  in  number,  and  not  oe»tIy  ia  llMir  con- 
struction. As  future  business  may  increase,  i%  i»  hope<|^ 
that  this  road  will  hecome  a  very  valuable  property.  It 
iatersecta  the  Kansas  City  Memphis  A  Birmingham  Railt 
load  at  Jaaper^  ia  Wal^eroounty,  i!h»  ceater  ol;  tli%  ^bfiil 
region.  Thia property  has  for  a  long  time  bom  m  tb« 
l^floids  of  a  Receivcir,  and  hM  haduoiUQCQ  n^omit^petiiiif 
€d  o»  it,  tl9^aa  was  absolutely  necesaaiy  t^  ^t^me  tjbiA» 
trains  with  safety.  In  the  future  d^iwlof^Hi^^t  of  t^«» 
State  this  line  of  railroad  will  become  important  spAi 
valuable  ip  commarce  and  travel. 
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The  Kansas  City,  Memphis  &  Birmingham  Railroad  is 
ably  managed,  and  its  road  bedandtrack,  much  of  which 
passes  through  a  rough  and  hilly  section,  is  in  very  fine  or- 
der»  The  road  does  a  good  business  for  a  new  line,  and 
has  every  prospect  of  a  better  business  in  the  future.  It 
has  important  and  valuable  connections  with  other  lines 
and  its  freight  tonnage  will  soon  be  large  and  compensa- 
tive. It  passes  through  a  section  of  the  State  rich  in 
minerals  and  farm  produce . 

The  Savannah,  Americus  &  Montgomery  Railway  has 
also  been  in  the  hands  of  a  Receiver  and  is  now  the 
Georgia  &  Alabama  Railroad.  This  road  has  not  had  a 
prqfitable  business,  either  in  freight  or  travel.  It  has 
been  operated  under  many  disadvantages,  but  is  now  un- 
der the  management  of  a  railroad  official,  competent  in 
every  way,  and  skilled  in  the  methods  of  securing  a 
strong  and  safe  road  bed  and  track.  It  is  the  shortest 
line  betweqn  Montgomery  &  Savannah,  and  when  the 
line  is  completed  from  Lyons,  Ga.,into  the  city  of  Savan- 
nah, it  ought  to,  and  doubtless  will  become  a  very  popu- 
lar and  valuable  road.  It  traverses  in  Alabama  and 
Qeorgia  a  very  fine  agricultural  and  timber  section,  but 
noi minerals  are  on  its  line, 
t  The. East  &  West  Railroad  extending  from  Carters. 
ville,tGa4,  parses  through  Cleburne,  Calhoun  and  StClair 
countiesand  intersects  the  Georgia  Pacific  Railway  at 
Peil  City.  Valuable  iron  ore  and  coal  lands  are  on  this 
line*  of  road,  which  are  being  opened  and  operated,  and 
their' prod uots  largely  make  up  the  business  of  the  road. 
This  property  has  also  been  in  the  hands  of  a  Receiver, 
hafe  been  skillfully  and  ably  handled,  and  is  now  in 
very  fair  condition  for  moving  the  local  travel  and 
traiffic.    .^ 

The  Western  Railway  of  Alabama  is  one  of  the  oldest 
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railroads  in  the  State.  It  is  strong  and  safe  in  its  road 
bed  and  track.  Freight  and  passengers  are  moved  over 
it  easily  and  quickly.  It  traverses  a  very  fine  agricul- 
tural section ,  which  is  thickly  settled,  giving  a  good 
local  freight  and  passenger  business.  Its  depot  houses 
are  of  good  class  and  the  adjacent  grounds  have  been 
ornan\ented  with  grasses,  flowers  and  shade  trees. 
Many  new  bridges  have  been  put  in  and  the  road  other- 
wise has  been  placed  in  very  fine  order.  It  is  a  most 
important  link  in  one  of  the  greatest  highways  of  travel 
from  the  East  via.  Montgomery  and  Mobile  to  New 
Orleans  and  other  western  points.  Fast  through  trains 
with  Pullman  sleepers  pass  over  this  line,  and  all  .pos- 
sible comfort  is  provided  for  a  large  inter-state  travel. 
The  management  appears  to  be  able,  efficient  and  suc- 
cessful. 

The  Alabama  Midland  Railway  is  comparitively  new 
and  one  of  the  best  built  roads  in  the  State.  The  roadbed 
and  track  is  in  very  fine  order — the  depot  houses  are  all 
of  good  size  and  well  built  giving  ample  accomodation 
to  the  public.  The  Midland  passes  through  a  thickly 
settled  and  good  farming  section  in  Montgomery  and 
Pike  counties,  and  through  splendid  forests  of  yellow 
pine  in  Dale  and  Henry  counties.  Large  saw  mills  have 
been  built,  and  turpentine  orchards  opened  up  on  this 
road  in  Alabama  and  in  southwest  Georgia.  The  road 
crosses  the  Chattahoochee  river  and  enters  the  State  of 
Georgia  at  a  point  called  Ala-Ga. — the, station  being  so 
called  as  a  contraction  of  Alabama  and  Georgia.  This 
road  forms  an  important  and  valuable  link  in  the  Plant 
system,  and  has  the  promise  of  great  future  value.  It  is 
one  of  the  great  thoroughfares  of  travel  from  the  West 
t9  Tampa  and  other  Florida  points.  At  the  city  of 
Montgomery  this  company  takes  Pullman  sleepers  from 
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the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  and  has  provided 
good  schedules  for  the  easy,  quick  and  safe  movement 
of  this  constantly  increasing  travel  to  and  from  Florida. 
The  Mobile  and  Birmingham  Railway  has  been  very 
much  improved  in  every  way.  Additional  comforts  for 
passengers  have  been  provided  in  several  of  the  depot 
houses,  and  the  road  bed  and  track  strengthened,  and 
new  bridges  put  in  at  points  on  the  line  where  needed. 
New  steel  rail  is  being  laid  at  the  lower  end  of  the  road 
near  the  city  of  Mobile  in  place  of  the  badly  worn  old 
iron  so  long  in  use  there.  The  Superintendent  of  this 
line  has  made  many  important  improvements  and  we 
may  soon  expect  this  road,  under  his  excellent  super- 
vision, to  be  placed  in  good  condition  throughout  ita 
entire  length. 

POSTING  RATES. 

The  statute  provides  that  every  person  or  corporation 
owning  or  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State,  must  pub- 
lish by  posting  at  all  the  freight  depots  along  the  line  of 
such  road ,  the  tariffs  of  rates  for  the  transportation  of 
freight  thereon,  showing  the  rates  for  each  class  and  in- 
cluding general  and  special  rates ;  and  from  such  tariffs 
no  reduction  shall  be  made  in  favor  of  any  person,  which 
is  not  also  made  in  favor  of  all  other  persons  or  corpora- 
tions by  change  in  such  published  rates.  But  special 
rates  if  so  published,  may  be  given  to  any  person  or  coi*- 
poration  to  aid  in  the  development  of  any  industrial 
enterprise  in  this  State. 

In  our  inspection  trips  we  have  found  that  the  car- 
riers have  endeavoured  to  comply  with  this  statute^  and 
their  general  tariffs  are  usually  posted.  The  special 
tariffs  are  not  so  generally  posted.  This  we  have  reason 
to  believe  is  more  the  resultof  negligence  than  intention.

These  specials  are  usuaiiy  issued  and  sent  out  quickly, 
whea  the  necessity  for  their  use  arises,  but  we  have  not 
observed  that  wrong  or  injury  to  any  person,  corpora- 
ibion  oi"  community,  has  resulted  therefrom,  It  is  a  wise 
provision  of  the  statute  that  special  rates  may  be  given 
to  any  person  or  corporation  to  aid  in  the  development 
of  industrial  enterprises  in  this  state.  In  many  important 
cases  this  beneficent  statute  has  enabled  the  railroad 
companies  to  aid  in  the  work  of  developing  mining  and 
manufacturing  enterprises  of  great  valu6  to  individual 
and  corporate  owners,  and  it  has  also  enabled  them  to 
aid  in  the  creation  of  new  values  at  the  subjects  of  tax- 
ation and  revenue  to  the  St&te,  the  counties,  and  th^ 
towns  in  which  they  ate  lociited. 

The  policy  of  our  legislature  it  m6re  fully  illustrated 
in  another  statute,  wfaicli  provides  that  ildthiog  in  our 
bode  of  law^  "shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  per- 
kon  6v  corporation  owning  or  operating  a  riailroad  in 
this  St^te,  from  trtosporting  freight  or  pl^^engers  free 
of  eharge.  Several  of  our  railroad  companies  have 
uAd&r  this  statute  transported  free  of  charge,  on  import- 
ant oecasTions,  Our  military  companies  Itnd  their  equip- 
indents.  They  haVe  in  their  liberality  and  patriotic  spirit 
not  only  rendered  to  the  State  a  raluable  public  6ervice, 
bat  they  have  in  a  measure  made  themselves  qtia$i  con- 
se^vatord  of  the  peace.  Likewise  with  equal  liberality  and 
^tri(Mism  they  iiave  tran^orted  frefe  of  6liarge  person^ 
titfd  property  in  th^  aid  of  enpoditibn^  «nd  *State  Fair^; 
Hitid  it  is  to  their  erefdit  that  they  hate  in  matiy  ^raye, 
ftided  in  the  general  ^Ifftfe  and  fncost^erity  of  th%  6om- 
m&A  w^kith. 

bVBfe-CHARGES  AKD  UNpkR-CHARGBS  ON    INTEB-8TATB 

TRAFFIC. 

The  most  frequent  complaints  to  us    agkinst  freight 
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rates  pertain  to  inter-state  traffic.  Railway  managers 
to  meet  competition,  designate  in  the  several  territories 
reached  by  their  lines,  places  which  they  call  basing 
points,  and  freight  charges  on  shipments  consigned  to 
points  beyond  these  places  are  based  on  a  low  rate  to 
basing  points,  with  a  higher  rate  beyond.  It  often  hap- 
pens that  mistakes  are  mrvde  in  fixing  the  through  rate 
in  bills  of  lading,  and  these  mistakes  are  generally  dis- 
covered at  the  point  to  which  the  shipment  is  consigned, 
and  before  the  freight  is  delivered.  If  the  mistake  is  an 
uiideYcharge,  the  amount  of  the  undercharge  is  demand- 
ed and  collected  from  the  consignee  before  the  freight  is 
delivered.  If  it  is  an  overcharge  likewise  then  the  whole 
amount  is  demanded  and  collected  before  the  consignee 
can  get  his  freight.  In  the  latter  case  the  consignee's  only 
remedy  is  to  file  his  claim  in  writing  for  the  amount  of 
the  overcharge,  which  demand  is  forwarded  by  the  local 
agent  to  the  claim  department  of  the  delivering  railroad 
company.  There  appears  to  us  to  exist  a  radical  defect 
in  the  managements  of  the  claim  departments.  Cases 
have  been  called  to  our  attention  where  claims  filed  for 
overcharges,  in  the  city  of  Montgomery,  have  been  held 
for  one,  two,  and  three  years,  before  the  claimants  were 
notified  that  the  overcharge  would  be  disallowed  or  re- 
fumled.  It  seems  that  the  railroad  companies  have 
made  progress  in  everything  else  except  their  claim  de- 
partments. There  is  some  defect  in  the  system  of  aud>-' 
iting  these  claims  for  overcharges.  It  would  seem  that 
ordinarily,  when  an  agent  discovers  an  overcharge  he 
ought  to  have  perception  enough  to  know  an  overcharge 
when  he  sees  it,  and  the  right  to  correct  it.  The  over- 
chargH  is  almost  invariably  made  by  a  railroad  employee, 
and  the  patrons  of  the  rojwl  must  await  the  pleasure  of 
the  auditing  dt^partment  to  get  their  money  back,  wrong- 
fully taken  in  the  first  place.  ■ 
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The  method  now  iu  use  for  collecting  uadercharges 
and  overcharges  has  long  been  in  operation  by  the  car- 
riers. We  have  complained  of  the  injustice  of  the  sys- 
tem ;  that  while  no  one  believed  it  was  a  plan  or  device 
by  which  the  carriers  had  the  use  of  the  money  so  over- 
charged, without  interest,  yet  the  sura  total  of  over- 
charges, always  in  their  hands, is  a  consideraUe  amount 
withdrawn  from  the  legitimate  business  of  its  owners. 
It  is  insisted  by  them  that  the  only  practical  method  of 
adjusting  and  settling  claims  for  overcharges  is  to  send 
them,  in  the  usual  course  of  business,  up  to  the  claim 
department  for  investigation  and  correction,  and  that  is 
the  mode  of  procedure  adopted  and  in  use  by  the  rail- 
road companies  generally  all  over  the  United  States-. 
The  general  use  of  this  systen  indicates  that  it  has  the 
approval  of  the  managers,  and  we  feel  impelled  to  be- 
lieve that  the  system,  if  correct,  ought  to  receive  such  an 
intelligent  application  of  timely  care  and  attention  ad  to 
make  a  restitution  at  an  early  day  after  a  just  claim  for 
overcharge  has  been  filed.  If  the  system  in  use  is  ap- 
proval by  railroad  managers,  it  is  hoped  that  some  work 
of  reform  may  be  applied,  which  will  in  the  future  prpve^ 
more  satisfactory  to  their  patrons. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  RAILROAD  COMPANIES. 

The  annual' reports  from  the  railroad  companies  to  the 
railroad  commissioners,  are  required  by  section  1137  of 
the  Civil  Code  of  Alabama,  are  of  great  value  to  thfe 
State,  and  of  special  interest  to  Bankers,  Investors,  Cap- 
italists, and  Trust  Companies.  These  reports  are  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  made  in  duplicate  to  this  depart- 
ment, in  the  manner  prescribed,  and  upon  blanks  to  be 
furnished  by  us  and  must  exhibit  the  business  of  the 
carriers  up  to  the  close   of  their  business  for  the  fiscal 
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year  ending  June  SOth.  We  regret  to  say  that  these  re- 
ports do  not  come  to  us  generally  within  the  time  fixed 
by  law.  With  those  companies  making  default  as  to  the 
time  when  the  reports  should  come  to  us^  it  has  not  ap- 
peared that  the  delay  was  wilful*  but  for  reasons  given 
the  preparation  of  the  reports  had  been  delayed  from 
time  to  time. 

The  recent  changes  of  ownership  and  management  of 
toome  of  the  railroad  properties  of  the  State,  necessarily 
l&ade  changes  in  the  auditing  departments  and  in  the 
elerical  forces.  The  books  and  records  of  the  working 
and  business  of  the  road  have  passed  into  new  hand9> 
and  in  this  way  the  work  of  getting  up  the  business  of  the 
|H>ad  for  the  antecedent  time  has  been  not  only  delayed, 
but  made  more  difficult.  Some  of  the  reports  submitted 
are  incomplete,  and  much  of  the  information  asked  for 
«n  the  printed  forms  furnished  by  us  has  not  been  given. 
But  astlie  reorganization  of  many  of  the  companies  are 
Qowcotiaplele,  and  the  receiverships  fast  passing  aWay, 
we  are  hopeful  that  the  future  reports  will  be  complete, 
and  that  they  will  be  prepared  and  sent  to  us  within  the 
time  preeoiibed  by  law. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  railroads  companies  herein 
set  out,  will  give  the  results  of  their  work  for  the  year 
ending  June  30th,  1895  in  as  complete  form  as  we  have 
been  able  to  secure  it.  For  the  next  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30 th,  1896  we  hope  and  believe  we  can  get- full  and 
complete  exhibits  of  the  working  of  the  companies*

Other  Train  Accidents — Employes  injured,  1.  Lubricator  glass  on  engine 
burst.    Fireman's  face  scalded  by  oil  and  steam. 

Other  Causes — Employes  injured,  76  Engineer,  getting  on  engine, 
slipped  and  broke  a  rib;  engine  struck  lumber  on  track,  engineer  jumped, 
knee  bruised  and  face  cut ;  engineer,  walking  around  engine  in  the  dark, 
stepped  into  cattle  guard ;  fireman  mashed  his  thumb  with  hammer ;  fire- 
man stepped  in  a  hole  full  of  hot  water,  scalded  his  leg;  brakeman,  hang- 
ing on  side  of  car,  knocked  off  by  mail  crane ;  brakeman  on  side  of  car 
struck  by  car  on  adjoining  track;  brakeman,  getting  off  car,  stepped  be- 
tween switch  rod  and  tie  and  sprained  his  ankle ;  brakeman,  in  jumping  off 
train,  stepped  on  frog  and  sprained  his  knee;  brakeman,  getting  off  mov- 
ing train,  stepped  on  piece  of  slag  and  sprained  his  ankle ;  brakeman,  get- 
ting off  moving  engine,  fell  and  cut  his  face;  brakeman,  attempting  to 
board  moving  engme,  fell  and  injured  his  arm:  brakeman  went  in  between 
cars  to  try  air  cock,  was  caught  and  squeezed  about  hips;  brakeman  had 
fingers  mashed  in  hasp  of  switch  ;  brakeman  had  head  cut  by  lump  of  coal 
which  fell  from  car;  brakeman,  walking  on  track,  was  struck  by  train; 
brakeman,  setting  brake,  slipped  and  sprained  his  back ;  brakeman  had 
finger  caught  and  mashed  while  opening  door  of  refrigerator  car ;  brakeman 
struck  by  rock  thrown  by  tramp ;  switchman  caught  his  foot  between  ties, 
foot  sprained  ;  switchman,  getting  off  car,  sprained  his  knee ;  section  laborer 
was  cutting  steel  rail,  piece  of  scale  flew  up  and  cut  his  throat  badly;  sec- 
tion laborer  injured  by  side  board  falling  from  car;  section  laborer  shot  in 
arm  by  passenger  on  excursion  train  ;  section  laborer,  unloading  rail  from 
car,  had  foot  mashed ;  section  laborer,  loading  ties,  had  finger  mashed ; 
section  laborer,  standing  on  car  of  rail,  had  foot  mashed  by  rail  catching  it ; 
section  laborer,  unloading  splices,  had  finger  mashed  by  bundle  of  splices 
falling  on  it ;  section  laborer  bruised  about  body  by  derailment  of  handcar; 
car  repairer,  carrying  truss  rod,  fell  and  broke  his  arm  ;  car  repairer  had 
bone  in  foot  broken  by  transom  falling  on  it  while  repairing  car ;  car  re- 
pairer, standing  on  drawheads  of  cars,  had  foot  mashed  ;  car  repairer  let 
jack  fall  on  his  foot ;  car  repairer  had  thumb  mashed  in  car  jack ;  car  re- 
pairer fell  from  step  ladder  and  dislocated  his  arm ;  car  repairer,  getting 
off  car  in  motion,  sprained  his  ankle;  car  repairer  had  finger  broken  by 
fellow-laWrer  accidentally  hitting  it  with  hammer;  car  repairer  was  tear- 
ing to  pieces  an  old  car,  transom  rolled  over  and  caught  his  hand ;  machine- 
man  had  finger  caught  in  planing  machine ;  machinist  had  finger  badly  cut 
by  eccentric  blade  falling  on  it;  machinist  had  fingers  mashed  in  lathe; 
machinist,  working  at  drill  press,  sprained  his  wrist ;  machinist  had  eye  cut 
by  piece  of  steel  flying  from  his  chisel ;  machinist  split  his  finger  with  ham- 
mer ;  machinist  had  foot  mashed  by  piece  of  sheet  iron  falling  on  it ;  ma- 
chinist had  foot  and  arm  bruised  by  crosshead,  on  which  he  was  working, 
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slipping ;  machinist  struck  on  head  by  punch,  which  flew  ofif  handle :  mt- 
chinist  driving  bolt  with  sledge,  set  broke  off  handle  and  struck  him  on 
forehead ;  machinist  had  finger  mashed  between  spring  and  running  board 
of  engine ;  boilermaker  cutting  stay  bolts,  piece  of  bolt  flew  up  and  cathii 
eye ;  (2)  boilermaker  had  foot  mashed  by  firebrick  falling  on  it ;  boilermaker 
running  with  piece  of  redhot  plate,  slipped  and  fell,  knee  cut  and  burned; 
blacksmith's  helper  cut  in  eye  by  tool  flying  off  handle ;  carpenter,  working 
at  machine  saw,  had  hand  cut;  carpenter  let  trock  bolster  fall  on  his  fod; 
carpenter,  at  work  in  shops,  stepped  on  a  rusty  nail,  which  ran  into  his  foot; 
carpenter  was  putting  up  doors  to  roundhouse,  door  fell  and  struck  his  leg; 
carpenter  was  putting  truss  rod  in  car,  hand  cut  by  pinch  bar  slipping ;  car- 
penter, trimming  wedge  with  hatchet,  cut  his  finger  off ;  carpenter,  on 
track,  struck  by  train ;  bridge  carpenter,  riding  on  hand  car,  had  leg  in- 
jured by  piece  of  shell  of  torpedo  which  exploded  under  car ;  wrecking 
foreman  struck  by  rail  which  was  being  pulled  out  of  wreck ;  helper  had 
foot  bruised  by  drawbar  falling  from  engine ;  helper,  getting  down  off  en- 
gine, struck  his  knee  against  his  step,  dislocating  knee  cap ;  laborer,  load- 
ing driving  boxes  on  truck,  had  thumb  mashed ;  laborer  had  fingers  maahed 
in  shearing  machine ;  laborer,  moving  steam  chest  cover,  let  it  fall  on  his 
foot;  laborer  had  foot  mashed  by  tire  falling  on  it;  laborer  had  finger 
caught  in  gear  of  lathe ;  laborer,  unloading  oil,  had  finger  caught  between 
two  barrels  ;|laborer,  unloading  freight,  slipped  and  fell  with  barrel  on  top 
of  him ;  brace  fell  from  wall  and  cut  stationary  engineer's  head.
